A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Kempfer (2002-0092294). 

In particular, Kempfer teaches a pre-heater (which may be turned on and off) 
driven by electricity produced by a fuel cell. The pre-heater is thermally coupled to at 
least the exhaust gas treatment system. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 6-9 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kempfer ('294) in view of Suzuki. 

Kempfer applies as noted above and Suzuki teaches air intake air pre-heating 
system which uses coolant to pre-heat the intake air. The pre-heating is only done 
under cold start conditions and at least one heat exchanger is used to achieve the pre- 
heating. 

It would have been obvious to pre-heat the intake air at cold starting in Kempfer 
(using the fuel cell power) since this was also a common way to improve engine 
performance. 
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Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kempfer ('294) in view of Amou. 

Kempfer applies as noted above my amouteucles using an electrical pre-heater 
to heat EGR gases flow as it is fed back into the intake manifold. 

As above, it would have been obvious to drive the heater of Amou by using the 
fuel cell output of Kempfer because this was another thermal device (like the converter) 
which would produce greater engine efficiency when heated. 

Claims 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
